The question before the school house 
recently; or to be more correct, before 
the school 
house 
management; 
was 
whether the boys should play upon the 
east side of the temple of knowledge and 
the girls gambol on the green west of the 
school house, or m e verse; and this ques­ 
tion assumed such vast proportion that 
at one time it was feared that another 
school war would breakout in ail its fury. 
It appears, as near as we can get at the 
true inwardness of the affair, that for a 
time quite a decided feeling was created 
in the school management; south side. 
We can not get at the fuli facts w ithout 
nterviewing the Principal or the mem 
bers of the Board of education—and such 
a talk would end in a request that we 
“ say nothing about it;“ and we do Dot 
like very much to be snubbed by such re 
quests. 
We like to talk; especially about 
public afTairs, in which the people are in­ 
terested; and as the children involved will 
in a few brief years become the people, 
they are also much concerned. And what 
could be of more interest to all of us than 
that of knowing upon which side of the 
school house our darlings play? if we 
have school darlings. 
And, indeed, if we 
have not darlings at school we desire 
above all things to know whether or not 
the little girls, children* of our neighbors, 
take their recesses on the east or on the 
west 9ide of tho school bouse. 
The same 
desire holds good regarding the lads—the 
masculine darlings—of our neighbors. 
Any one will see the force of this propo­ 
sition at a glance. 
Now it appears that 
Professor Webster, in giving out his rules 
and regulations when school opened, 
made an order, among the thousand and 
one that he had to make, that at the Brown 
school house the girls should play on me 
west and boys on the east side. 
This 
arrangemen 
was started and actually 
went on quite pleasantly for some time 
until the President of the Board of Edu­ 
cation, Dr. Brown, in'passing the Brown 
school house saw the boys playiug upon 
the ground east of the Brown school kouse 
and the girls quite happy on the lawn 
west of that temple of knowledge; and he 
at once ordered a stop put to any such 
regulations; and then the trouble began. 
President Brown immediately issued an 
edict to the teachers of the Brown school 
revoking the superintendent's protocol 
and then and there promulgated a mani­ 
festo, which in its results was not unlike 
Littlo Butter Cup’s management when 
she “ mixed the children up ” 
Then the 
pedagogues were in a heap of trouble; 
not knowing who were the ranking offi­ 
cials the children were permitted to “ go 
as you please,’’ like unto the free for all 
lorso race at a county fair. 
However, 
Professor Webster consideted himself 
working within the bounds of his author­ 
ity, in thus separating the boys from tho 
girls, but Dr. Brown is, of course, High 
muckamuck on the school Board and he 
did not propose to be outranked by the 
schoolmaster, and therefore the latter at 
once countermanded the play ground reg 
ulations. 
A meeting of the Board of Edu 
cation was called and the matter argued 
>ro and con and finely a vote on the 
question was had which, we believe, re­ 
sulted in a tie. 
Wo will not vouch for 
the exact correctness of these statements 
as we were denied access to the records of 
the school board. 
You see the Board of 
Education of Dixon is a body unlike any 
other in the countiy which serves the peo­ 
ple. 
The school board does not consider 
that the people have any sort of a right 
to examine into its conduct. 
At least we 
may so judge by the fact that the publi­ 
cation 
of its proceedings is refused. 
Therefore we can not give our readers as 
true a history of this remarkable affair as 
we would wish. 
We can only say that 
the matter is not yet settled. 
We under­ 
stand that the janitor and one or two oth­ 
er school directors were also involved in 
the a fficulty; and we may say that it is 
quite fortunate for the people that the 
troublo has not extended further. 
It is 
certainly a very important question. 
As 
to whether the boys should play upon the 
east side and the girls upon the west side 
of the school house we must say that there 
is too much importance involved 1n the 
proposition for T h e T e l e g r a p h to give 
a hasty opinion and therefore we shall 
seek for more light hoping at least that 
we may hereafter have access to the 
records of the Board of Education.

As I was admiring the dog I 
caught tliejglitter of something bright 
turned ov er by ono of its massiv e paws, 
and on going to the spot found an old- 
fashioned double gold locket, tho ring 
of which was broken. 
On opening the 
locket a small photograph of a y oung, 
grav e-faced soldier was on one side; 
on tho other a lock of soft baby hair 
and the words: 
“ My only son—Sebas­ 
topol.” 
I hav e the locket in my keep­ 
ing siill, and often wonder who was tho 
tender, heartbroken woman who lost that 
precious memento of affection.

knows tho tears that hav e been shed 
ov er that little photograph, probably 
the only one the poor mother ev er

Howard, the Philanthropist. 
J ohn Howard, the noted philanthrop­ 
ist, was born at Enfield, England, in 
17 26. 
He had been apprenticed by liis 
father to a grocer in London, but upon 
the death of the elder Howard, who 
left a considerable fortune amassed in 
trado, tho y oung man left the uncon­ 
genial business, and spent his time in 
trav el and the pursuit of medical and 
scientific 
studies. 
When about 25 
y ears old he had a sev ere attack of ill­ 
ness, and upon his recov ery showed his 
gratitude to his landlady who had 
nursed him, and who was twenty -sev en 
y ears his senior, by marry ing her. 
As 
the union was not a happy one, as 
might hav o been ex pected, it was, per­ 
haps, fortunate that the wife died three 
y ears later. In 17 59 Howard embarked 
for Lisbon, with the v iew of doing 
something to help the sufferers from 
tho great earthquake. 
On the way he 
was taken prisoner by a French priv a­ 
teer, and hardships which he endured 
■while in captiv ity seem to hav e first 
called his attention to tho sufferings of 
prisoners. 
Hav ing been ex changed he 
returned to England, married again, 
and settled in Bedfordshire, and began 
his career of activ e philanthropy by 
building schools and model cottages for 
tho peasantry . 
His wife died in 17 65, 
and ho then spent sev eral y ears in 
study and trav el. 
In 17 7 3 he was 
made sheriff, and thus came to hav o 
actual knowledge of tho sufferings en­ 
dured by prisoners under the v ery de­ 
fectiv e jail sy stem of England. 
For 
instance, he found that many innocent 
persons, as well as criminals, wero 
kept in prison for months and ev en 
y ears from inability to pay their fees of 
jail deliv ery . 
He 
proposed to tho 
magistrates to hav o regular salaries 
paid to tho jailers, in place of tho fetw 
collected from 
tho prisoners. 
The 
astonished magistrates asked for a pre­ 
cedent for such a change, and in his 
effort to find one Howard v isited ev ery 
town in England containing a prison. 
Ho thus collected an enormous mass 
of 
information 
concerning 
prison 
abuses, which he embodied in a report 
to tho House of Commons. 
This body 
gav e him a v ote of thanks, and im­ 
mediately passed bills prov iding for a 
number of important reforms. 
At his 
own ex pense Howard sent copies of 
these laws to ev ery jailer in tho king­ 
dom. 
lie was soon after elected to the 
House of Commons, but was not al­ 
lowed to take his seat because of Lis 
known sy mpathy with the American 
Rev olution. 
He nev er afterward en­ 
tered political life, but gav e his whole 
time to the carry ing out of philan­ 


thropic reforms. 
He 
made sev eral 
journey s ov er the oontinent v isiting 
prisons and hospitals. 
In his journey s 
and labors he bore his own ex penses, 
and risked his own life and health con­ 
tinually in the presence of infectious 
dheases. 
In his last journey he con­ 
tracted oamp fev er while nursing some 
patients at Kherson, on the Black Sea, 
and died there J an. 20, 17 9 0.—Inter 
Ocea n»

A Leaf from a J apanese Nov el. 
Nov els and story -books in J apan are 
almost as numerous as in our country . 
The people are diligent readers, and 
circulating libraries aro found in ev ery 
town and city . 
Men go around with 
piles of nov els on their backs. 
Stop­ 
ping at the houses of customers, they 
leav e new parts of a series of fresh 
books and 
collect 
tho 
old 
ones. 
Thus a reader will week by week re­ 
ceiv e a new' pamphlet fresh from the 
printers; and to finish one book will be 
obliged to 
peruse fifty or six ty in­ 
stallments. 
Nearly all the common stories are il­ 
lustrated. 
A reader of J apanese nov els 
soon learns to tell the characters by the 
faces and garb, for these faces are full 
of ex pression and faithfully portray ed. 
For instance, in the accompany ing pic­ 
ture we know that the old woman is 
scolding her husband, who is a mean, 
wicked, or cruel old rascal.’ 
See how' 
grumpy he looks! 
He has probably 
failed in some scheme of wickedness, 
and the old crone is chaffing him for it, 
or urging him to try again. 
Yet to make recognition certain the 
artist usually marks each character by 
giv ing his name or the first sy llable or 
initial of it. 
This is put in a small cir­ 
cle on his sleev e. 
No matter how many 
persons are described by a writer, the 
reader easily recognizes the hero, the 
v illian, and the people of lesser note. 


William Dean Howell's. 
Howells is 
m much 
written sod 
talked about as any literary man of our* 
day . 
Many critics profess to see v ery * 
little in his nov els, but the public differ 
with them, judging from tho av idity 
with which they buy and read his kooks. 
Mr. Howells was born in Ohio in 
18 37 , at a little place called Martin’s 
Ferry , opposite Wheeling. Only a riv er 
separating his birthplace from Virginia,, 
be might easily hav e been born in that 
State had he preferred it, but he seems 
to hav e had a prophetic sense of the 
importance that the Ohio man was lea- 
tined to assume in the future, and, suc­ 
cessfully resisting all temptations to 
hail from the State that had furuished 
so many presidents and statesmen, he 
suffered himself to be born iu Ohio. 
When William was only 3 y ears old 
his father, who had already marked 
him for a literary career, mov ed to 
Hamilton, Ohio., and bought a news­ 
paper, in order that his boy might 
learn to set ty pe. 
One of his biogra­ 
phers say s he was hardly out of hie 
cradle when he took a case, though 
perhaps it was only a case of measles. 
Howells say s himself, howev er, that ho 
remembers hav ing helped his father set 
up President Tay lor’s inaugural ad­ 
dress. 
That happened in 18 49 , so 
William was a ty pc-sticker at 8 y ears 
of age. 
He doesn’t speak of it, but we 
hav e no doubt that y oung Howells de­ 
tected the absurdity of Old Zach’s fa­ 
mous ex pression; 
“ All tho world and 
the rest of mankind,” which occurred 
in that inaugural and caused no end of 
fun. 
William had the itch for writing 
strongly dev eloped ev en in those day s, 
and ho contriv ed to mix the little com­ 
positions of his own among reading 
notices of patent medicines that th& 
contract roquired should “ follow pure 
reading matter.” 
And when did Mr. 
Howells furnish any thing else but pure 
reading matter, ev en though it has 
sometimes been a little tame ? Dull Mr. 
Howells nev er is. 
From Hamilton the Howells mov ed 
to Day ton, where tho Tra nscrip t was 
purchased and changed from a semi­ 
weekly to a daily , which prov ed a dis- 
asterous undertaking, for it swamped 
after two y ears’ struggle. 
After that 
William engaged as compositor on the 
Ohio State J o urna l, published at Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, ascending 
gradually 
through the grades of printer and re­ 
porter to the editorial tripod, which ho 
occupied until called to become.Holmes’’ 
successor as editor of the Atla ntic 
Mo nthly, a position which he held for 
nine y ears. 
With few opportunities for education 
in his early y ears, y et with a v oracious 
appetite for books, Mr. Howells by in­ 
dustrious reading and study is the peer 
in erudition of any literary man in 
America, and the country is proud of 
him, as it ought to be. — Tex a s Sift­ 
ing s»

ft« U ffm d a, M onu ment« , and Lnngnngee— 
V ast A ntiqu ity of th e A m erican Knee. 
Abstract of an ad d ress before the 
Seotion of Anthropology of the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Ad v ancement of 
Science at New York, by Dr. Daniel 
G. Brin ton, Vice Presid ent and Chair­ 
man of the soction; The prehistoric 
period of America d ates back from the 
d iscov ery of the sev eral parts of the 
continent; and the problem is to recon­ 
stru ct tho history of the v ariou s nations 
who injhabit both Americas in this 
period . 
A rev iew of the means at ou r 
command to accomplish this d iv id es 
them into six classes; 
L Legend ary .—This inclu d es the le­ 
gend s or trad itions of the nativ e tribes. 
These often bear a strong resemblance 
to Hemitic or other Oriental my ths, bu t 
the similarity is a coincid ence only , 
and those writers are led astray who 
cou nt it for more. 
The annals of the 
Mex icans, the May as, of Yu catan, and 
Qu ichu as, of Peru , carry u s scarcely 
fiv e hu nd red v ears before the v oy age 
of 
Colu mbu s,althou gh the contrary is often 
stated . 
The more sav age tribes prac­ 
tically remember nothing more remote 
than a cou ple of centu ries. 
II. Monu mental.—The most famou s 
monu ments aieth e stone bu ild ings of 
Mex ico, Yu catan, and Peru . 
By many 
these are assigned an antiqu ity of 
thou sand s of y ears; bu t 
a calm weighing 
of the testimony olaces them all well 
within ou r era, and most of them within 
a few centu ries of the d iscov ery . 
The 
celebrated remains of Tiahu antico, in 
Peru , are no ex ception. 
Mu ch more 
ancient are some of the artificial shell- 
heaps along th e coast. 
They contain 
bones and shells of ex tinct species, in 
intimate connection with stono imple­ 
ments and pottery . 
They fu rnish d ata 
to prov e that the land was inhabited 
sev eral thou sand y ears ago. 
III. Ind u strial.—The ind u strial ac­ 
tiv ity of man in America may be traced 
by the remains of his weapons, orna­ 
ments, and tools, mad e of stone, bone, 
and shell. In most of the d eposits 
ex amined , specimens of polished stone 
and pottery testify to a reasonably d e­ 
v eloped skill; bu t in tho Trenton 
grav els and a few other localities gen­ 
u ine paleolithic remains hav e boen 
fou nd , pu tting man in America at a 
d ate coev il with the close of the gla­ 
cial Age, if not earlier. 
The v ast an­ 
tiqu ity of the American race is fu rther 
prov ed by the ex tensiv e d issomination 
of maize and tobacco—tropical plants 
of Sou thern Mex ico, which were cu lti­ 
v ated from tho latitu d e of Cu nad a to 
that of Patagonia. 
IV. Lingu istic.—It is bcliov ed that 
there are abou t two hu nd red rad ically 
d ifferent langu ages in North and Hou th 
America. 
Hu cli a confu sion of tongu es 
cou ld only hav e arisen in hu nd red s of 
centu ries. The stu d y of these lan­ 
gu ages and of the grad u al growth of 
their d ialects, su pplies v alu able d ata 
for the ancient history of the continent. 
V. Phy sical.—The American race is 
as d istinctiv ely a race by itself as is tho 
African or white race. 
Althou gh v ary ­ 
ing in many points, it has a marked 
fix ed ness of othu iu anatomy , and al 
way s Las had . 
Tho old est American 
crania, collected from the most ancient 
qu aternary 
d eposits, are thorou ghly 
American in ty po. 
VI. Geologic.—As the d iscov ery of 
imp ements in glacial d eposits locates 
man on this continent at least at the 
close of the glacial epoch, this carries 
his resid ence here to abou t 115,000 y ears 
ago. 
Bu t there is noliktd ihood that he 
came into being on this continent. 
He 
cou ld not hav e d ev eloped from any of 
the known fossil mammilia which d welt 
here. 
More probably some colonies 
first migrated 
along the preglacial 
land -brid ge, 
which 
once connected 
Northern 
America 
with 
Western 
Eu rope. 
Later, others came 
from 
Asia. 
At that time tho phy sical geog­ 
raphy of the Northern Hemisphere 
was wid ely d ifferent from the present. 
These v ariou s d ata hav e as y et been 
bu t imperfectly stu d ied ; when they 
shall hav e receiv ed the attention they 
merit we mav confid ently calcu late on 
a large increase in ou r knowled ge of 
the cou rse of ev ents in ancient America

In Sou thern Italy the bite of the 
tarantu la is still 
su pposed by 
the 
ignorant peasantry to prod u ce sy mp­ 
toms th at are cu rable by mu sic alone. 
In tho books of twenty -fiv e or thirty 
y ears ago this was giv en as a fact, say s 
the New York IJos/, and from an old 
work the following accou nt of the 
sy mptoms of the bite is taken: 
“The bite of this creatu re occasions 
a pain which at first resembles tho 
sting of a bee or a wasp. 
In a few 
hou rs the patient feels & nu mbness aru l 
tho part affected is marked with a 
small, liv id circle, which soon after 
rises into a v ery painfu l swelling; 
shortly afler this he falls into a pro­ 
fou nd sad ness; breathes with mu ch 
d ifficu lty ; his pu lse grows feeble, and 
his senses fail. 
At length he losos all 
senses and motion, and , accord ing to 
some natu ralists,ex piresu u less speed ily 
reliev ed . 
Bu t these sy mptoms come 
on somewhat d ifferently , accord ing to 
the natu re of the tarantu la and tho 
d isposition of the patient. Au av ersion 
for black and blu e au d , on the con­ 
trary , a pred ilection fu r white and red 
aro among the u naccou ntable sy mp­ 
toms of this d isease. 
All the me lical 
assistance hitherto d iscov ered consists 
in some cliiru rgical applications to the 
wou nd and in cord ials and su d orific» , 
which are of little serv ice, bu t mu sic— 
whi< h reason, perhaps, cou ld nev er 
hav e pointed ou t—is said to be infi­ 
nitely more efficaciou s. 
No sooner has 
the person affected lost his sen e and 
motion than a mu sician tries sev eru l 
times on an instru ment, and when lie 
has hit on one whose tones and mod u la­ 
tions su it the patiou t he is immed iately 
observ ed to make a faint motion; his 


ffng es» beg in to sno re in ea denee, men 
Ida a rma , nex t hie leg s, a nd by deg ree* 
his who le bo dy ; then he rises o n his 
leg o a nd beg ins to da nce, his streng th 
a nd a ctiv ity still increa sing . So me will 
co ntinue da ncing six ho urs witho ut in­ 
termissio n. After this the pa tient is 
put to lied, a nd when he is judg ed 
sufficiently recruited fro m his first 
da nce be is a llured o ut o f bed by the 
fissfe tune fo r a seco nd.

The capacity of ou r watch factories 
cannot be brou ght into fu ll play , sim­ 
ply becau se by so d oing ou r market 
w’ou ld be ov erstocked and competition 
wou ld force prices ru inou sly low. 
As 
the case stand s at present, a nu mber of 
watch factories hav e been called into 
ex istence, for which really there was 
no need . 
The earlier and larger fac­ 
tories were fu lly able to meet the d e­ 
mand ; bu t tho id ea that manu factu ring 
watches was one of the most profitable 
enterprises, tempted qu ite a nu mber of 
capitalists to take a hand in the bu si­ 
ness, and in many instances to their 
sorrow. 
Alread y the ev il consequ ence 
of ov erd oing the thing shows itself in 
the effort to make cheap watches, and 
before a great while we may see the 
manu factu rers of watches red u ced to 
the lov el of making cheap clocks. 
Looking at the matter from another 
stand point, we will soon oome to the 
conclu sion that ou r watch ind u stry is 
only in its infancy . 
At the present 
moment Hwitzerland makes watches in 
point of nu mber far in ex cess of Amer­ 
ica and the watehcs mod e iu Hwitzer­ 
land are all ex ported , while the watches 
mad e in America are principally for the 
home market. 
As there is no qu estion 
of a d ou bt that while America can pro­ 
d u ce bettor mod ern-priced 
watches 
than Hwitzerland and giv e more v alu e 
for the money ex pend ed , tho qu estion 
presents itself, why not seek foreign 
markets more energetically than wo 
hav e d one ? Home of ou r old watch 
factories are d oing an ex port bu siness, 
bu t it seems as thou gh it is not d ono 
with that zeal and energy th at charac­ 
terize the Hwiss ex port trad e. 
In one 
particu lar the Hwiss d iffer from u s in 
their ex port trad e; tiioy stu d y the 
wants au d pu rchasing capacity of th eir 
foreign cu stomers and make goo Is to 
meet these. 
As far as it is known to 
the u ninitiated , ou r manu factu rers hav e 
d one these thing bu t to a v ery Urnited 
ex tent. 
The writer, coming in contact 
some time ago with the ^lioirnfau jef the 
East Ind ia Nav igation IJompany , was 
told that this gentleman wou ld piaeo a 
v ery large continu ou s ord er, if he cou ld 
be su pplied with watches which were 
fair time-keepers in metal cases at $5 
each. 
That su ch watches can be pro­ 
d u ced at a v ery fair profit, there is no 
shad ow of a d ou bt,and we know whereof 
wo speak. 
All we wou ld hav o to d o 
wou ld be to find ou t the wants and fu r­ 
nish samples. 
Au stralia and Asia are 
now and will be ex celleir m irkots, 
and by ex ped ition and energy wo can 
secu re tho bu lk of the trad e of these. 
The watch wearing and pu rchasing ca­ 
pacity of the globe is enormou s and can 
be d ev eloped in su ch a manner that we 
mav at some fu tu re d ay wond er that we 
d id not tap the mino sooner.—Jewelry 
News.

W ha t tho deta ils of the pla n w ill be it is not 
y et possible to determine. 
Thero ca n be no 
doubt, however, tha t tho genera l policy ha s 
been determined upon, a nd tha t it involves a 
reduction both in tho interna l revenue a nd in 
the customs duties. 
Tho committee on wa y s 
a nd mea ns will undoubtedly be constituted 
by Ca rlisle so tha t the a dministra tion policy 
will a t lea st be submitted to the house in a n 
a utliora ta tive form for considera tion. 
It is 
not expected, however, tha t it will be done 
in a hurry . 
Ca rlisle ha s a lrea dy sa id tha t ho expocts 
tha t tho sossion of congress will continue un­ 
til August. 
Ca rlisle’s position a s to tho re­ 
duction of surplus a nd ta xa tion is well un­ 
derstood, a nd ha s not ma teria lly cha nged 
since the la st congress. 
He thinks tha t thero 
should l» o a reduction of a t lea st $30,000,000 
in the revenuo. 
He would fa vor tho a boli­ 
tion of the ta x on ma nufa ctured toba cco, not 
including ciga rs a nd ciga rettes. 
He is not 
disposed to ma ko a ny further reduction of 
tho toba cco ta x, a iuLxwill oppose a ny reduc­ 
tion of the ta x on whisky . 
He is a lso op­ 
posed to the reduction of the duty on suga r, 
but a s to the rest of the customs’ list, will 
fa vor importa nt cha nges. 
He believes tha t 
lumber, sa lt a nd coa l should go on the free 
list. 
Ho would fa vor a lso tho reduction of 
the duties on wool.

fever, while removing the fear of monetary 
pressure at the chief centers of trada Mean­ 
while, money remains light at many interior 
points, and complaints of slow collections do 
not abate. 
Business is generally active for 
the season, though at some points retarded 
by slow collections or recent failures. 
In the iron interest consumption continues 
large, and prices are still held, with strong 
hope that the marketing of securities may in­ 
sure another year of ex tensive railroad build­ 
ing. 
In ten month* 9,408 miles have been 
completed, against 9,000 in the whole of last 
year.

of employes, 
that are too high for a further reduction in 
the selling price of steel rails. 
Oil the present 
basis tho manufacturers will not take con­ 
tracts. 
Another reason is the completing of 
some old contracts, while other orders have 
been withdrawn until the railroads can see 
further ahead regarding nex t year. 
The 
shut-down of the rail mills will throw thou­ 
sands of men out of employment and also 
directly affect the coke interests, and would 
throw $1.82 coke on a $2 market, necessitat­ 
ing a big reduction in the production of coke, 
thereby throwing out of work a large num­ 
ber of coke workers. 
It is said that tho pro­

Strikers M a king Concessions and Em ploy­ 
ers D eclining to Treat. 


C hic ago 
, Nov. 19 .—The striking job print­ 
ers propose to settle their difficulty with the 
Typotlietm. 
At a meeting Friday afternoon 
of the Typographical union it was resolved 
to settle the present strike on the basis of 
nine hours’ pay for nine hours’ work, Satur­ 
day’s work to consist of eight hours; or to 
have the week’s work to consist of fifty-six 
hours, at the rate of 32 cents an hour. 
In 
case these propositions are not accepted the 
printers will submit the question of a nine 
hour or ten hour day to arbitration. 
The 
pressmen have refused to strike and help the 
compositors, hence this modification. 
The 
Typothetaa people declare they will not settle 
the trouble on the basis of all tho strikers 
taking their old places, as they (the Typo- 
theta» are well supplied with hands who are 
competent, and whom they will not dis­ 
charge.

Nature nev er intended there sho uld 
be a city where Valparaiso stands, but 
the enterprise o f the Chillano s, aided 
by English and German capital, has 
buitt the finest po rt o n the west co ast 
o f So uth America, and co mmerce has 
made its headquarters there. 
The 
harbo r is spacio us, its surro undings 
picturesque, and ten mo nths in the 
y ear shipping is pro tected, but in mid 
winter, when “ no rthers” prev ail, v es­ 
sels o re o ften driv en fro m their ancho r­ 
age and co mpelled to cruise abo ut to 
av o id being dashed upo n the ro cks o n 
which the city stands. 
A breakwater 
built acro ss’the entrance to the harbo r 
might giv e ample pro tectio n, but the 
sea is so deep—mo re than two hun­ 
dred fatho ms—that such a wo rk is 
deemed impracticable. 
In the bay , 
drawn up in lines, like men-o f-war 
ready fo r rev iew, are hundreds o f craft, 
bearing the flags o f almo st ev ery natio n 
o n the earth ex cept o ur o wn. 
The fo reign trade is co ntro lled by 
Englishmen, 
all co mmercial 
trans­ 
actio ns are rendered in po unds sterling, 
the English language is spo ken o n tho 
streets and in the sho ps, an English 
newspaper is published, and to 
a 
stranger the city seems like o ne o f her 
Majes y ’s co lo nies. 
There is a stro ng 
prejudice against the United States, 
gro wing o ut o f tho attitude assumed by 
o ur go v ernment during tho war between 
Chili and Bern, which is stimulated by 
tho English residents. 
But few Amer­ 
icans are there, the chief o f who m aro 
the rev erend and v enerable Dr. Trum­ 
bull and his co adjuto rs in the Presby ­ 
terian missio nary wo rk, and two o r 
three merchants. 
The n ame of the city mean s “the Valo 
of Paradise,” bu t is a paradox , as there 
is n o v ale, an d few sy mptoms of the 
su pern al. 
An almost perpen dicu lar 
mou n tain ridge forms a crescen t arou n d 
the bay , toward the shores of which 
descen d steep rocky ascarpmen ts. Here 
an d there watercou rses hav e fu rrowed 
down rav in es, or b a rra n ca s^ 
as they 
are called, which offer the on ly mean s 
of reachin g the ou ter world. Alon g the 
^n arrow strip of san d which lies between 
the sea an d cliffs the town stretches 
three or lou r miles. 
In some places 
there is width en ou gh for on ly a sin gle 
street, at others for three or fou r ru n ­ 
n in g parallel to each other, bu t they 
on .y ex ten d a few blocks. 
The on e 
street, the artery of commerce in Val­ 
paraiso, is tho “Calle Victoria,’’circlin g 
u rou n d the ou tire harbor, an d skirted 
by all the ban ks an d hotels, the cou n t­ 
in g-hou ses of the wholesale firms, the 
shops of tho retailors, tho gov ern men t 
bu ildin gs, an d tho fin e priv ate resi­ 
den ces. 
Tho rocky cliffs hav e been 
terraced as the town lms grown , an d 
tho city n ow ex ten ds back u pon the 
hills a lon g distan ce, on e man ’s hou se 
bein g abov e an other's, an d reached by 
stairway s, win din g roads, an d ste.tm 
“lifts” which carry passen gers u p in ­ 
clin ed plan es like those at Niagara Falls 
an d Pittsbu rgh. 
What roads there aro 
were laid ou t by tho goats that formerly 
fed u pon the mou n tain -side, an d twist 
abou t in the most con fu sin g an d circu i­ 
tou s fashion . 
On e has to stop an d pan t 
for breath as he climbs them, an d in 
comin g down , an alpon stock is n eeded. 
The hacks in Valparaiso liav o three 
horses attached to them, an d the team­ 
in g is don e in carts drawn by fou r 
ox en . 
The bu sin ess portion of the city , 
alon g tho beach, shows some fin e ar­ 
chitectu re, more elaborate than is to be 
seen elsewhere in Cen tral an d Sou th 
America, there bein g a riv alry in han d­ 
somely carv ed facades 
aad 
other 
adorn men ts. 
Tho shops an d stores are 
large, an d con tain aa complete an assort­ 
men t of goods as can bo fou n d in an y 
city in tho 
world. 
There 
is n o 
city in the Un ited Statos of the popu ­ 
lation of Valparaiso (125,09 9 ) with so 
man y fin e shops an d su ch a display of 
costly an d lu x u riou s articles. The peo­ 
ple aro wealthy an d prosperou s, the 
foreign elemen t is largo an d rich, an d 
the place is famou s, as is San tiago, tho 
capital,for tho ex trav agan ce of its citi­ 
zen s. 
Some of tho priv ate residen ces 
aro pala ial in their proportion s an d 
equ ipmen ts, an d million s of dollars are 
represen ted u n der tho roofs of rho 
ban kers an d 
merchan ts. 
There aro 
clu bs as lin e as the av erage in New 
\ork or Lon don , pu blic readin g-rooms, 
libraries, pictu re-galleries, an d all the 
elemen ts which go to make u p modern 
civ ilization . 
The parks an d plazas aro 
filled with beau tifu l

their minds. 
The father was a rich silk- 


weaver, and had only an# ordinary mind; 
loss of fortune soured him,* and he seemed 
to have little influence over his gifted sons.

The childhood of Dickens was so shad­ 
owed by poverty, and his sensitivo and 
imaginative mind was so keenly alive to 
his position, that it is hardly possible that

H is mother h id a 


keen appreciation of the droll and of the 
pathetic, and likewise considerable dra- 
matio talent. 
She was a comely little 


woman, with handsome, bright eyes, and a 
genial, agreeable yerson. 
From her D ick­ 
ons undoubtedly inherited his tempera­ 
ment and intellectual gifts. 
She possessed 


to extraordinary sense of the ludicrous, 
and her power of im itat on was something 
astonishing. 
Her perception was quick, 


aud she unconsciously noted everything 
that came under her observation, 
in de 


scribing ridiculous occurrences, her tone 
and gestures would be inim itable, while 
her manner was of the quaintest. Dickens 
declares that to her he owed his first desire 
fo r knowledge, and that his earliest pas 
• ion for reading was awakened by his 
mother, who taught him not only the first 
rudiments of English, but afeo a little of 
Latin . 
Poverty saddened and darkened 


many years of her life, and her children 
were early compelled to leave her and earn 
their own living, but they all honored and 
loved her as she deserved. 
Leigh Hunt thus writes of his mother; 


“ M y mother had no accomplishments but 
the two best of a ll—a love of nature and 
o f books. 
D r. Franklin offered to teach 


her the gnitar; bnt she was too bashful to 
become his pupil. She regretted this after­ 
ward, partly, no doubt, for having so illu s­ 
trious a master. 
Her first child, who died, 


was named after him. 
I know not whether 


the anecdote is new, but I have heard that 
when Dr. Frauklin invented the harmon­ 
ica, be concealed it from his wife till the 
instrument was fit to play, and then woke 
her with it one night, when she took it for

Democrat. 


Purification of D rin kin g W ater. 
The use of alum to clear mud d y water 
has lon g been kn own , but Professor 
Leed s, in the course of an in vestigation 
on an outbreak of typhoid fever at Moun t 
Holly, N. J., d iscovered an other value in 
its use which may lie very importan t. 
He foun d that the water which was sup­ 
plied to the in habitan ts of Moun t Holly 
was swarmin g with bacteria, about fifteen 
d rops bein g capable of formin g 8,100 col­ 
on ies of these microscopic germs w hen 
spread upon a suitable surface. 
He tried 
the experimen t of ad d in g a min ute 
amoun t of alum to this water in the pro- 
jiortion of on ly half a grain to a gallon , 
an d foun d tliat n ot on ly was the d irt an d 
colorin g matter precipitated , but that in ­ 
stead of the same quan tity of water con ­ 
tain in g 8,100 colon ies of bacteria, it con ­ 
tain ed on ly 80, an d these were all of a 
large form. 
On filterin g the water 
through two thickn esses of filterin g pa­ 
per ho foun d that the filtered water con ­ 
tain ed n o bacteria, but was * ‘as sterile as 
if it had been subject to prolon ged boil­ 
in g.” This amoun t of alum is too small 
to be evid en t to the t a s t e , an d is n ot 
harmful to the health. If his observa­ 
tion s shall remain un refuted , 
t h e y 
m a y 
form a valuable method of p u r i f y i n g pol­ 
luted d rin kin g water.— 
New York Post. 


How to Taste. 
Strictly sjieakii\g, with the tip of the 
ton gue on e can ’t really taste at all. 
If 
you put a small d rop of hon ey or oil of 
bitter almon d s on that part of the mouth 
you wall fin d , n o d oubt to your great sur­ 
prise, that it prod uces n o effect of an y 
sort; you on ly taste it when it begin s 
slowly to d iffuse itself an d reaches the 
true tastin g region in the mid d le d istan ce. 
But if you put a little cayen n e or mus­ 
tard on the same part you will fin d that 
it bites you immed iately—the experimen t 
should be tried sparin gly—while if you 
put it d own lower in the mouth you will 
swallow it almost without n oticin g the 
pun gen cy of the stimulan t. 
The reason 
is that the tip of the ton gue is supplied 
on ly with the n erves which are really 
n erves of touch, n ot n erves of taste 
proper—they belon g to a totally d ifferen t 
main bran ch, an d they go to a d ifferen t 
cen ter in the brain , together with the 
very similar thread s which supply the 
n erve of smell for mustard an d pepper. 
That is why the smell an d taste of these 
pun gen t substan ces are so much alike, as 
everybody must have noticed a good sn iff 
at a mustard pot producing almost the 
same irritatin g effects as an in cautious 
mouthful. — Boston J ournal.
